How the Chincsp Conduct Their Corrr- 


Bpondenw. 


Wh«n the writer is ready to begin his 


letter, he unfolds the sheet of paper, 
anil writes first of all, at the upper right- 
hand corner, the name of the person to 
be addressed, writing downward in a 
perpendicular column between the lines 
that have been ruled in the making of 
the paper. 
Kverj character is a word 


by itself, and is made with a certain 
mimbor of strokes, mostly straight or 
turning: at sharp angles. 
Few curves 


arc- seen in Chinese writing of the pres- 
ent time, the script being precisely the 
same in form as the printed character. 
Away back in the early development of 
the written language, circles and curves 
were familiar features of the printed 
pa<"e 
Every Chinese word is a moiio- 


s\ liable and expressed by a single char- 
acter. 


In writing tlie names of persons, tbe 


family name, which we call surname be- 
cause'it was ua added name that came 
into use in comparatively recent times, 
is put tirst, and alter it are written the 
names given at christening. All titles 
of honor and respect are written after 
the name of the person. To show more 
clearly how this is 
done, a letter 


addressed to the lion. John Thomas 
Smith 
will 
have 
the 
name 
and 


title written down the right-hand col- 
umn, 
beginning as near the top as pos- 


sible, aud in this order: Smith John- 
Thomas. Great man. All double names, 
buch as John Thomas, are to be written 
as compound words. 
If the pernon ad- 


dressed be of equal rank with the writer 
and very considerably older, he may be 
given the title father; but this usage is 
rare. It is more common to use the 
word uncle as a term of respect. If the 
difference in rank be slight, and the one 
addressed be the higher of the two, then 
be will be called "elder brother." 
Those who are much higher in rank 
must not be written to directly. If, for 
example, a mandarin of the third rank 
desires to communicate with one who is 
of the fifth rank, he will write to a man- 
darin of the fourth rank, and ask of him, 
as of an elder brother, that he will re- 
ceive a message to be delivered to their 
august brother of the fifth. 
Sometimes 


a message passes through several hands 
on its way between parties of different 
rank. The person thus formally ad- 
dressed may, if he chooses to conde- 
scend .so far, return an answer direct; 
but it will be quite proper aud more 
usual for the reply to be made through 
the very same channel as that by which 
tlie message camo. 


The putting the name at the extreme 


upper margin of the paper is of prime 
importance toward showing due respect. 
If it can be somewhat crowded and 
cramped for space, so much the better. 
The Chinese are greater sticklers for 
precedence and with them place means 
everything. It is curious and often 
amusing to 
note 
the

Chinese official finds in arranging his 
domestic affairs when he comes among 
us to live. 
Upon taking a house, he in- 


variably occupies the attic, leaving the 
lower Boor for his retinue of servants. 
At a railway station where there is but 
a single carriage in wailing to take pa-»- 
dengcrs lo Uigfiotul, tlie mandarin t:ik.-s 
the Iront seat, and 
ride-; backward 


through the hot and stilling air of the 
dust/"street, while (he servant- are 
motioned to th" --eat in tlie real'.

notion has much to do wilh the make- 
up of a Ch nese letter. 
It is this, that 


leads them to crowd the name of the 
person addressed as close up to the top 
of the paper as it is possible for it to be 
written. 
By doing this, they avail 


themselves of the readiest means that 
oner for showing respect. 


After the name and title have been 


written, the column is continued down; 
perhaps to the foot of the paper, per- 
haps not. If one looks over a Chinese 
letter he cannot fail to notice that the 
vritton columns are of very unequal 
eno-th 
Sometimes two, three, or more 


olumnswillbe filled to the bottom: 
hen one will stop less than half-wa} 
lown. These breaks look, lo English 
vcs, very much liko divisions into par- 
igraphs or, at any rate, we naturally 
xpect to find full pauses lit-re.

icwever, is not oiten tbe case.

hancesarc that the pauses will fall 


pwhere ill the midst of the col- 


,,,,,IN not at the end. These breaks 
ire c.iu-ed by assigning the top of tlie 
•ohinin lo the name of the parson to 
whom the letter is written or lo any 
word tliat may represent him. 
Name-, 


of other persons of rank or of family 
connection will also be elevated to the 
same position of honor, or as near it aa 
c-m well be contrived. The facility 
their mode of writing offers for show- 
in"- pieeedenee affords a not unlikely 
reason for the Chinese having adopted 
the practice of writing down the paee 
and not on horiioutU lines, as othei 
people do, since our method would 
often force them to put the names of 
persons ot different rank nponn le\el. 


A* the letter is begun at the right- 


hand margiu of the sheet, of course, the 
columns are written in succession to- 
ward the left. 
If more than one pare 


is to be filled, a second sheet may be 
taken or the paper may be turned so as 
to keep the same margin at the top and 
the writimj will go on as before, from 
right to left. 
^Vhen the letter ii completed, the 


Chinese correspondent does not sub- 
scribe himself as anybody's obedient 
servant; not by any manner of means 
He is carefnl never to offer his service, 
to any one. 
His ability to write will ol 


itself prove him to be above the conat 
tion of servitude, and with himtba feel 
ing of caste is very strong. He neve 
nnderstanda us when he sees u= helip 
ing, with the hand as well as with th 
purse, those who are beneath us soeiall 
93 readily M those who. are above us. 


He will subscribe himself with respect 
in addressing his equals or those who 
are his superiors; but in the case of an 
inferior he will hesitate to do so. The 
most common signature which would 
convey some expression of respect is 
couched in these terms: " Your young- 
er brother." Or, if higher respect is to 
be shown, the phrase is: "Your foolish 
younger brother."—Cor. N. Y. Indc-

Last Friday night he 
thought so much over his misfortunes 
that his mind gave way and Binoe then 
he has been a raving maniac. It is pita- 
ble to stand by his bedside and witness 
the horrible contortions he goes through 
every ten minutes. His face assumes a 
black appearance, froth issues from bis 
mouth, and the upper lirnba are twisted 
and stiffened until large knots stand 
forth on the muscles ot the arms. Doctors 
Norred and Ross have been at hw bed- 
side all morning, endeavoring to soothe 
his eicited feelings with the proper rem- 
edies. The poor man's mind dwells on ins 
business misfortunes and frequently he 
alludes to notes he has paid, and judg- 
menta obtained in his behalf. His folks 
have been telegrapteed and are expected 
this evening. Death is likely to ensue 
any moment as he is in a state ot great 
nervous excitement. The convulsions are 
a result of congestion of the brain and 
spinal column. The people have been 
here only a few days, and arc not yet 
comfortably settled in their new home. 
Sympathetic neighbors are doing what 
they can to make the unfortunate people 
comfortable.

The Greek laUy of leisure in Athen* 


emploj ed herself at the spinninsr-wru el, 
mid had little nuedof atablp, and, beau- 
tiful in design and form as all Greek 
furniture was, one striking natural char- 
acteristic proclaimed it-elf in the f ur- 
nibhmg of the home*. They never had 
that for which they could find no pi ac- 
tieal use. and, consequently, as tables 
were only needed for tho njrpose ot 
meals, they appeared only at those 
times, and were mere slabs of wood, 
which were brought in at th<> dinner 
hour and set do\\n loo-ply upon their 


eJThe meal over, the table vanished 
with the empty plates. 
In Homeric 


Aa.\ s each person had a separate tub e 
and inxasonlj when luxuiy crept m that 
a larger table for the men bet-ame com- 
mon,"wliile the women dinej at scpaiate 
one'. Then the custom of loun^m^ on 
couf lies, the elbow-, resting on thettible, 
became usual, and the ladies wcie ex- 
pected to sit while their lords assumed 
the 
most comfortable attitude 
thc>\ 


could find. Even then, however, the 
table pl»3ed so entirely a suboidinate 
tiait that we never lead of it as beino of 
handsomer material, or, indeed, a» oe- 
in<j of anv important!! :it nil, except to 
^roan under the food, which was of the 
most luxurious description. 


.Tho Romans, on the contrary, held 


their tables in the highest estimation. 
They even made collections of them. 
Seneca possessed live hundred small 
ones 
It is curious to tracs, m the ac- 


counts old writers gne us of Roman 
luxury in thi-> lespeet, a sort, ot likeness 
to the taste of modern daj •,. No arti- 
cle of furniture in the Roman hou-,e co^t 
HO much as the table.

Plm> »ays that, tables uero 


brought in the fir-,t instance from the 
East, and were called orbes, not be- 
cause they wcie round but because they 
weie massive plates of wood, cut from 
the trunk of alreo in itt- whole diarn* 
eter.

little of tables in the Dast or in ancient 
history. 
Moses made a table for the

Fashionable tables in the luxurious 
Human home, wcie called • moriope- 
di.i," and were made ol am.i-.sive pUte 
of wood, testing upon a column of ivo- 
ry, such tables were enormously ev- 
pcnsive, and, a^urcling to Pliny, the- 
wood was bioufrht tiomMauietania and 
cut from the mink of the fntius tiee 
Some of these pieros of wood were tour 
feet in diametei, and the ivory column 
which supported them was extremely 
massive.
